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WAR'S END 


IS SOUGHT 


Japan Unofficially Has Made 


Unsuccessful Representa- 


tions to Russia. 


Believed Initiative For Peace Proposal Will Come 


From President Roosevelt, Although in 


Effect Being Joint Action of United 


States, France and Germany. 


LONDON, Nov. 10, 4:55 p. ra.—Japan 


unofficially has made representations to 


Russia 
looking to peace. This action 


has resulted in failure and such represen- 
tations, even* privately, are not likely to 
be repeated by the Japanese. 


Although the suggestion of a pacific 


settlement was made unofficially it actu- 
ally linil behind it all the weight of an 


offer by the .Japanese government. It 
was made direct to Russia. No power 
noted as an intermediary. The proposi- 
tion was put forward tentatively and un- 
olficially so that the Japanese govern- 
ment would be in a position to deny any 
report that it was suing for peace. The 
failure of these direct negotiations, how- 
ever, resulted in bringing intervention 
within a measureable- distance. 


Foreign Secretary .Lansdowne's plea 


for arbitration yesterday evening at the 
Guild Hall banquet is taken here to be a 
pointed suggestion to the United States 
and .(''ranee that the time is approaching 
when the powers must take some action. 
It can be definitely stated that Lord 
Lnnsdowne made his speech with full 
knowledge that Japan will not resent a 
proposition looking to peace'from the 
three powers, the 7Jnited Mates, France 
and Great Britain. 


INITIATIVE .'BY ROOSEVELT. 


There- is a definite impression here 


that the initiative will come from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, though the action would 
be joint. It is mooted that Lord Lans-, 
downe only spoke so openly yesterday 
evening because he had good reason to 
believe that Sir. Roosevelt, - if elected, 
contemplated making an effort to bring 


to 
discuss terms of 
the belligerents 
peace. 


Lord Lansdowne's, remarks are held by 


those in his confidence to 
mean that 


whatever the United. States may da in 
the matter, Great Britain will co-oper- 
ate, even in the event of France not par- 
ticipating. It is known, however, that 
Ambassador Cambon, who continues his 
work assiduously to bring about some 
arrangement, hopes, for joint action by 
the three powers. 


FRAUGHT WITH DIFFICULTY. 


In an interview regarding the forego- 


ing Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minis- 
ter, said: 


"I should not be surprised to see the 


three powers named, or two of them, 
take the action suggested. Exactly-up- 
on what basis of settlement peace could 
be secured it is at present impossible to 
see, but there is not the slightest doubt 
that combined representations, especial 
ly if led by President Roosevelt, would 
have a 
far-reaching result 
between 


two countries, one of which was thor- 
oughly defeated. It is comparatively 
easy to make peace in this case, as neith- 
er side is thoroughly defeated yet. The 
prospects of a friendly intervention have 
vastly increased. Since the commence- 
ment of the war, the two nations non- 
respect 
each other to a degree 
never 


dreamed of before they met in battle. 
That mutual respect is the most hopeful 
factor for peace. Japan does not want 
to 
go on fighting forever. Yet, even 


with all the victories won during this 
war, her statesmen would render them- 
selves liable to be most seriously misun- 
derstood, 
especially in Russia, if. they 


openly suggested in the name of human- 
ity some method whereby, the war could 
be stopped. It would be altogether dif- 
fferciit, however, at this stage of the 
war, should a friendly offer, prompted 
by that sense of humanity which Japan 
cannot voice for fear of being misunder- 
stood, emanate from the United Stales 
anil Great Britain, but nothing can be 
done until the fall of Port Arthur." 


SHOULD START NOW.

PRESIDENT'S HANDS TIED. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Careful in- 


rjuiry here fails to develop any change 
within the lust four weeks in the atti- 
tude of this government towards the far 
eastern situation. There has been no 
move officially that could be construed 
as indicating a purpose by America to 
intervene between the .belligerents. It i-3 
stated, however, several weeks ago, by 
one of the highest, authority ;thiit ,the 
president was only awaiting a- suitable 
opportunity to do what he could to ter- 
minate the present war. He was re 
strained at that time and is now by th 
iron rule of the state department tha 
under no circumstances or condition 
shall this government make a formal ol 
fer to bring the belligerents to peac 
terms unless both of them shall signify 
a willingness to avail of his good offices 
That point has not yet been reached in 
this war. It is known that Japan, hav 
ing been in full and-free conference witl 
the state department here and with Mr 
Griscom, the American minister at Tokio 
for many weeks past, is -willing'to enter 
tain an offer of good offices from th 
president or King Edward looking to 
ward terminating the war, but so far jj 
such intimation has come from Russia 
and the slightest suggestion of an inten 
tion to urge peace iipon' Russia has 
aroused both private- and official resent 
menut on the part of Russian officials 
here. 


RESENT BRITON'S REMARKS. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 10, 7:25 p 


i.—In official circles Lord Lansdowne's 
veiled suggestion that the Russo-Japari- 
esc conflict might bo settled by arbitra- 
tion finds an unfavorable echo. The sen- 
timent prevails, stronger than ever that 
Russia's prestige must be vindicated be- 
fore the idea of peace can be entertain- 
ed. The mere fact that .the -suggestion 
comes from Great Britain's foreign sec- 
retary docs not tend to its kindly recep- 
tion here. The firm conviction is ex-

Coneross When It Convene*. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. lO.-The inves- 


tigation of the beef trust instituted by 
the bureau 'of corporations at the in- 
stance of congress practically has been 
completed. The report will.he presented 
to the president, and it is quite likely 
that it will be submitted to congress 
shortly after the opening of its session 
in December, although the law confers 
discretionary po'wei- upon the president 
.as to the publication of the operations 
of the bureau. No intimation is given 
as to the nature of the report or of 
what recommendations, if any, Mr. Gar- 
field may submit.

The 
Japanese soldiers are angry and inflamed 
on account of the alleged abuse of their 
wounded by the Russians.

Tin- 
der these conditions it will possibly be 
difficult to avoid a massacre when the 
troops meet in the final combat. 


TOKIO, Nov. 10.—8:30 p. m.—A re-

mountain was exploded by our shells." 


CHEFOO, Nov. ]0, noon.—Itz moun- 


tain, according to Chinese, 120 of whom 
arrived here today, from Port Arthur, is 
proving a costly obstacle to the Japan- 
ese. On the morning of Nov.' 5 and 0 
fierce assaults on the position were made 
by the Japanese who were repulsed. Dur- 
ing the second assault, a shell, soaring 
over the other hills from Paliclmang, 
dropped on Itz mountain and demolished 
a hind mine, controlling the station, and 
exploded other mines. 


The Russians were holding the trench- 


es on the boundary of the mined sec- 
tion. Six or seven hundred were killed. 
The Japanese having not reached the 
place, were unhurt. 


OBSTACLE TO ADVANCE. 


Itz mountain owes the best part of its 


strength to the peculiar topography of 
the surrounding country, which prevents 
a direct artillery fire and docs not en- 
able tlie Japanese to advance trenches 
with the success evident elsewhere. 


The Japanese advanced on it in both 


instances from behind distant hills, with 
tlic fullest force the ground would al- 
low,, but in the long distances which they 
were compelled- to traverse in the face of 
machine guns their ranks were melted. 
Both times the Japanese broke the wipe 
entanglements 
in places. One soldier 


with a leg torn off was seen trying to 
bite the wires.

Two Terms. 


KANSAS SAFE BY 100,000; 


REPUBLICAN GOVERNOR ALSO 


TOPEKA, Kos., Nov. 9.—Late returns 


from all parts of Kansas indicate that 
President Roosevelt has carried the state 
by at least 100,000 plurality. Hock, Re- 
publican candidate for governor will have 
i majority of at least 50,000, according 
to incomplete returns received at head- 
quarters. The eight Republican con- 
gressmen are probably elected.

WASHINGTON, TX C., Nov. 9.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt last night, after the elec- 
tion returns clearly indicated the result, 
issued the following statement: 


"I am deeply sensible of the honor 


done me by the American people in thu» 
expressing their confidence in what I 
have done and have tried to do. I appre- 
ciate to the full the solemn responsibil- 
ity this confidence imposes upon me, and 
I shall do all that in my power lies not 
to forfeit it. On March 4 next I »h«U 
have served three and one-half years, and 
this three and. one-half years constitutes 
my first term. The wise custom which 
limits the president to two terms regards 
the substance and not the form. Under 
no circumstances will I be a candidate 
for or accept another nomination." 


After talkinginformally with his friends 


for a time, the president dictated the for- 
mal statement in which he declared he 
would not again be a candidate. Ranged 
in a semi-circle about the big desk in the 
president's office, the correspondents fac- 
ed 5fr. Roosevelt, as lie tilted back in m 
arm chair, and dictated the announce- 
ment slowly to Secretary Loeb, who sat 
at the president's left. 
So quiet was 


every one in the room that one could, 
hear the clock tick on the mantle shelf. 


During the evening while the returns 


were coming in, the president was in the 
jest of spirits, but at no time did he mu- 
ifest the slightest nervousness or anx- 
iety. Assured, as he said, that the cam- 
paign had been conducted on a plane of 
principle and patriotism as lofty as he 
nimsclf would have it, and that every- 
thing had been done which legitimately 
could be done to insure the success of 
the principles which had been promul- 
rated by the Republican party and by 
him, he had awaited with perfect confi- 
dence the result.

PARKER CHEERFUL IN DEFEAT. 
ESOPUS, N. Y., Nov. 0—.Judge Psr- 
:er conceded the election of President 
Roosevelt at 8:30 p. m., when he received 
a, bulletin that the Democratic national 
headquarters had already admitted that 
every doubtful state had been carried by 
the Republican national ticket. He ap- 
peared to be not at all downcast by the 
result, although it is known that he 
greatly deplored his overwhelming de- 
feat in his own state. He received the 
discouraging news in his study, where he 
sat smoking with two of his neighbors.

At that hour, returns were indefinite 


and the judge declined to make on ex- 
tended statement. 


The demeanor of Judge Parker as he 


heard the bulletins read was of cheerful - 
resignation. He wore the air of one who 
could say if he would: 
"I will die game." and die game he did. 


He discussed the returns with his friends, 
an<5 compared the figures with former 
years. It might have .been some other 
man's defeat for all the concern he seem- 
ed to feel. 


At 10 o'clock, Judge Parker received 


this telegram from President Roosevelt: 


"I thank you for your congratula- 
tions."

the public prints as to the way millions 
breed millions and predatory 
sharpers 


bleed one, another and the 
public fed 


stocks and bonds founded upon nothing 
but water ov saturated with water, but 
tho story of the Boston copper magnate 
telling of some famous deals in which 
himself und the certain other magnates 
not only fooled each other, but fooled 
tho public, is picturesque. Properties or- 
iginally bought for $24,000,000 and this 
amount jumped up from a first offer of 
$10,000,000 by the first inflater to others, 
assumed the first form 
as ' $30,000,000., 


From this $30,000.000 as a starter the 
Boston financial novelist relates how it 
was swelled by the usual stock jobbing 
device up to $75,00,000, the pure water 
being nearly double the purchased value, 
or $30,000,000. But what the 
Boston 


"frenzied finance'1 writer did not even 
know was that instead of the ground floor 
being $30,000,000 it in fact was but $24,- 
000,000, so the preliminary watering be- 
fore the original lambs were led to the 
water was $15,000,000, all velvet. These 
vast properties originally offered for $10,- 
000,000 by Marcus Daley as stated to a 
.Kuropean financial house, were unloaded 
on to the American group of smooth pro- 
moters at $24,000,000. Then this group 
proceeded to water some more lip to $3P,- 
000,000, taking in the Boston promoters 
njid "frenzied finance" writer, on in fact 
the second floor, capitalizing the scheme 
at $75,000.000. Thus fictitious wealth 
was created of $05.000,000 and still there 
is the presumed swelling in even this first 
$10,000,000 of valuation. 


If state, laws were much more strict in 


this matter of capitalizing corporations 
there could not be any swindling of the 
investing public, certainly not to the ex- 
tent as now. Then too, public corpora- 
tions should be absolutely compelled to 
make'public to their stockholders if not 
the general public, the details of the 
business quarterly. There are but very 
few corporations of ttiis public nature 
that ever even giro their stockholders 
any detailed information or any informa- 
tion. Many corporations do not in fact 
ever have an open meeting of their stock- 
holders, and if assumed to be 
public, 


make no notice, except it bo a small an- 
nouncement in a paper in a distant city, 
the vast majority of smaller owners be- 
ing ignorant of such publication. 


It would follow if state laws would 


compel n dollar of actual value for every 
dollar of stock and bonds, tax assessors 
would have less trouble in arriving at 
the equities for taxing purposes. By this 
the great tool which hns ninde many Am- 
erican millionaires at the expense of the 
plain citixen would bo so dulled it would 
be of no use. It is not singular that there 
are nmny good people who really believe 
if some of our today immensely wealthy 
citizens were compelled to piny as fair as 
the vast majority of people, and were 
denied the right of nimblerigging their 
fellows, and equally were denied 
any 


more privileges as to using piiblie trans- 
portation companies than were others, 
their millions never would have been ac- 
cumulated nnd there would have been n 
much more equal diffusion of the Ameri- 
can millions. 


THE COMING OHIEHtTAI/ TIBB. 
The nature of the Jap has not been 


fully understood by most Americans., 
While far move progressive than thq Chi-; 
naman, even quicker to leurn, far 'more 
adapted to take upon himself the. ways' 
of modern civi)ii!nti.on, observant people 
however admit he ia lacking in one Chi- 
nese virtue, thnt of faithfulness and the 
absolute trust that may be placed in the' 
Chinese men in trade and business. 


This dependable quality is not ai a 


rule admitted to rest with the .Tiipunesi 
us a.a;iice, though, certainly as wilii every,. 


nation there are individuals rising above 
the mass. It is said that the word of a 
Chinese given in the course of any busi- 
ness may be absolutely depended upon, 
and this attribute is not so extended to 
the Japanese. Still this very quality 
charged against the Jap nvay after all 
bo a fresh proof that^the Jap'an people 
take on themselves the veneering of civ- 
ilized people much quicker than any oth- 
er race. After a while in the course of 
years the veneering will naturally give 
way to a substratum of foundation, that 
will be fully as much civilization as may 
be defined for any nation. 
. But a new race of Japs is looked for 
by men well posted in what is now al- 
most the professionalism of immigration* 
Upon the termination of the present war 
in which there is no'doubt whatever but 
what Japan will reap rich peace rewards, 
and step up several notches in the rank 
of nations, it would be 
suppositional 


enough that from Japan would ,p<mr 
streams oE people seeking light in the 
greatest Republican of earth.. This in- 
coming stream is .expected by the immi- 
gration authorities to set. in when the 
armies Begin to be released from war ser- 
vice. 'As to this newer picture of the 
immigration problem Commissioner E. P. 
Sargent and there are no .better .posted 
men in the country today than he on 
questions relating to. labor, says: 


"There now are comparatively few Ja- 


panese immigrants, but they Will begin 
to pour into- this country faster than 
ever as soon as they are released from 
army service. This may.complicate the 
labor problem in this country unless con- 
gress takes some radical action in the 
way of an exclusion act, which I am, hop- 
ing it will. While most of the Japs come 
to this country as laborers, they do not 
stay at such- long, but may' be found 
crowding into every branch of industry. 
They are said to'be sly and tricky, and 
not to be depended on. In their own 
country the places of trust, such as gov- 
ernment clerkships and positions in Ijknk- 
ing houses, are, for the most part' filled 
by Chinamen." 


Speaking in -a general way the Jap, if 


these well posted-.men are not astray will 
be no better^no worse than the average 
citizen of the world. But thai their keen 
insight, their wonderful capacity for en- 
durance, for perseverance, the gift of 
imitation, will make them exceedingly 
sharp competitors'in the field of business, 
commerce and labor. In competing with 
Americans, the Chinese will not be in it 
with the Jap, for while the,latter may 
come in competition more with the ranks 
of labor itself, the Jap will come into 
competition with both, the employe and. 
the employer. Perhaps the immigration 
problem may be presented in a newer 
form und one that will be sure to inter- 
est nil alike. 


FRESH A1H AS AX ANTIDOTE. 


A prominent Chicago physician, Dr. 


Charles L. Mix, who is the vice president 
of tho Neorological society of that cfty 
denies consumption is hereditary, and dis- 
putes the belief of Dr. Koch that tuber- 
culosis is only a result of infection or 
exposure. 
This Chicago physician 
de- 


clares that the members of.families where 
tuberculosis or the white plague, has 
carried off their kin, that if they have re- 
frained from exposing themselves direct- 
ly to.the consumptive germs, there need 
be no cause for apprehension. But says 
this same authority because consumption 
has not known to have previously ap- 
peared in one's family, is no reason at 
all, that they should not be attacked 
with the plague. If exposed to tubercu- 
losis germs there is the source of the 
gravest danger. 


The theory consumption is hereditary, 


says Dr. Mix, is founded upon the com- 
mon belief .that if the plague has not ap- 
peared in one family there is no danger, 
but if the phiguc has stricken members of 
ti family, then great danger of contagion 
exists. This belief is unsound and the 
argument is unscientific that since con- 
sumptipn appears in one family and not 
in another it must then be inherited. 


In referring to the age theory this 


authority does not attempt to argue say- 
ing: 


"No satisfactory theory why consump- 


tion is more frequent between the ages 
of 20 and 30 ever has 
been advanced. 


Why do one-third of all stenographers 
die of consumption a.nd only one-tenth of 
those engaged in outside work show 'her- 
editary predisposition?' Why do book- 
keepers show a death rate of nearly 28 
per cent? The reason that girls suffer 
more from consumption than boys is be- 
cause they are at home taking care of 
the consumptive parents." 


The reason for so many being carried 


off by the white plague of the world and 
why so ninny make no attempt to assist 
nature, is because tho world has not yet 
recognized the greatest of all cure-nlta, 
tliiit- of fresh air and moderate exercise. 
If working rooms, business offices, were 
ventilated properly, and living .rooms 
Hooded with fresh air, and nj. night ample 
volumes pouring in, 
mo'dicnl science 


would receive the most effective of aids. 
Perhaps fresh air alone might not be a 
preventive or a cure all, but it would 
be n mighty aid and invigorating power. 
To those not yet tainted such would be 
a practical immune. But medical science 
and fresh air with reasonable physical ex- 
ercise would be a potent force all the 
world has not yet hardly tried. 


RIWORM IS WEATHER SERVICE. 
The movement looking towards induc- 


ing tho government weather bureau to, 
in the published records make matters 
more .clear should take substance. The 
.records are not only taken many feet 
from the ordinary thermometer level of 
"say.five ieet or so from the ground, but, 
'latticed irf-and protected in a manner the 
average tfierroometer has no 
acljuain- 


tance of. This is all right for 
official 


comparisons" but what people want to 
know is the degree of wiirmth or cold in 
..which, .they-axe compelled 'to~walk, and 


it is just as; easy for the government ag- 
ents to furnish both comparisons. 


But perhaps if the signal service'would 


change the hour's telegraphed it would be 
more satisfactory. The hour of 8 p. m., 
and the maximum as now only made pub- 
lic, gives no particular satisfaction, ''for 
the hours of.7 a. in.; 2 p. m., and 0 p. 
m., are recognized the world over by pri- 
vate observers' and many public ones as 
well. But the hours of observation as 
sent broadcast arc by no means the sole 
ground for complaint, for the meeting of 
the Geographic congress suggested re- 
form methods more in consonance with 
the, ordinary 'conditions that affect the 
average the - ordinary man. 


Again the government crop estimates 


and figures arc used as a basis for coloa- 
,sa! speculations. It is pretended the 
wheat crop is so short that there.will be 
left none for exportation and in 'conse- 
quence the boards o/i trade in the large 
cities are filled with excited grain gamb- 
lers. The farmer of course gets' practi- 
cally nothing of this for the bulk of his 
grain has been contracted for, only those 
who have held on will, secure a part of 
the large advance .the past few years. 
The publication of the government guess, 
for it is hardly -anything else, that the 
wheat crop would be 118,000,000 busliels 
short, startled the grain speculators and 
it is pretended. the country is on the 
verge of famine, which it is nothing of 
the sort. Abolish' the official government 
crop estimates and the best part of the 
furnishings of the boards of trades will 
be obliterated. 


CAMPAIGNING. 


The apparent 
decline in 
campaign 


noise, ir the processions and the march- 
ing clubs is because of no lack of inter- 
est, no lack of support, but because meth- 
ods have somewhat changed. It is more 
the custom now of public meetings at 
convenient points with some prominent 
speaker as the drawing card, and these; 
at intervals, while the 
old 
fashioned' 


mass meetings seem to have disappeared. 
Then too, the campaign of education as 
such is called is waged with millions of' 
documents being sent out to the voters. 
These documents are sent by the various 
committees, the national, the'state and 
county, and it is safe to say that during 
the campaign it is very few houses that 
do not receive political literature. 


It is undoubtedly true that votes are 


made and unmade in these days much 
more through the effects of the events of 
public importance, and conduct of pub- 
lic officials, as such impress themselves 
upon the minds of the people. The press 
records some action of a public official 
and without a word of comment the 
reading public will form their impression 
of the man as reflected by his course or 
actiqii. So it is that the old days of 
red hotness have passed. But there are 
yet left those whose ideas of serving par- 
tisanship is to warmly denounce and keep 
on hotly denouncing .and serving 
out 


abuse and strong denunciatory expres- 
sions against one's opponents. In these 
days all this of course merely makes 
votes for the men so traduced, so held 
up to public scorn, and so visited with 
the severest condemnatory expressions. 
Such does not pass for argument much 
nowadays. 


This is one of the secrets of the won- 


derful popularity of President Roosevelt. 
It can-be the secret of other public men 
who so wisely serve their purposes as 
well us the public nt the same time, by 
a cautious tfontrol of their vocal powers 
and the display of common sense. 


THE LOAN SIIAHKS. 


Illinois proposes if the skill of legisla- 


tures can bring it about to put down the 
rascally loan sharks :Fbv good. There ia 
but one effective, way lo do this and that 
is to provide a life .imprisonment with no 
chances for indeterminate sentences for 
every loaner who exacts the extortionate 
interest these birds of prey do. The fav- 
orite trick is to give the applicant the 
amount left after first deducting the am- 
ount charged, for interest, thus avoiding 
the expressing of any interest rate in the 
note or agreement or mortgage. It is a 
very common thing for these sharks in 
the cities to deduct as high as from two 
to six and even ten per cent a month, 
thus an applicant wanting say five hun- 
dred dollars would in fnct receive but 
$200, giving bis note, and assignment of 
salary or chattel mortgage for $500.
